The first work done by the 
angels (or mankind that we 
have any account ol in the 
scriptures, was in the time of 
Abraham.

their transgressions. This 
angel guarded the congregv 
tion and kept them from harm. 
When the Egyptians were 
pursuing them the angel 
changed its position and in- 
stead of going before, it stood 
behind them in the form of a 
cloud, which was darkness to 
the enemy but light by night 
to Israel. From these things 
we see how the angels minis- 
tered to man away back in the 
early ages. Many, many are 
the instances on record of 
angels caring for people in dif- 
ferent ways, those who should 
be heirs of salvation, and in 
the Apostles time, angels were 
aent to do service to mankind. 
An angel appeared to Cornelius 
when he had fasted and pray- 
ed, — do we fast and pray? 
— One in bright clothing came 
and talked to him.

— Do angels ever lead 
us out of prison? — When 
Christ was tempted in the wil- 
derness, 'after Satan had 4eft 
him angels came and minister- 
ed unto him'. Do we feel 
that they ever minister to us? 
Christ tells hie disciples that 
they should take heed and not 
despise a person who had be- 
come as a little child, one who 
is willing to trust hiB heaven- 
ly Father as a little one trusts 
its earthly parents. They 
were not to despise them for 
he told them their angels do 
always behold the face of his 
Father in heaven, and it such 
a one would stray away Christ 


gives them to understand that 
he would go and seek after 
him, because he has a care for 
all such and they have angefe 
in heaven in the presence of 
God, who are ready to go and 
succor those who are willing 
and bring them back again 
to the fold. It is to be infer- 
red that God's children here 
on earth have each angels who 
have a care for them and not 
only inferred, but scripture is 
quite plain that it is so. In 
Psalms we read that 'the 
angels of the Lord, encampeth 
round about then: that fear 
him, and delivereth them*. 
This Psalm is illustrated in

What a 
wonderful thing it wsb for a 
man to have his spiritual sight 
given to him so that he could 
see the spirits which surround- 
ed him. What was it which 
enabled Elisha to see those 
spirits? Was it not his 
strong and steady faith in 
God? 

When we do a wrong act, 
something selfish and un- 
christianlike, tell a conversa- 
tion a little different from just 
the plain truth and whereby 
change the truth into untruth, 
work for man's praise instead 
of God's praise, use flattery, 
seek honor from one an- 
other, use bad language, go in 
bad company, in short be- 
come careless and pray trie as. 
When we do such things 
need we to expect the angek 
to minister to our needs? 
When Christ was born there 
were shepherds in the same 
country keeping watch over 
their Hock by night. An 
angel fit the Lord went to 
these men and when the glory 
of the Lord shone round 
about them they were afraid he 
told them not. to fear for he 
had brought them good news 
and these news were for all 
people. When the angel was 
done talking, suddenly there 
appeared with him a multi- 
tude of heavenly visitors sing- 
ing praises to God and peace 
and good will to man. God 
watches over by day and by 
night. His messages may be 
encamped around us all the 
time, at least I feel confident 
that they are about us when 
it is needful, that is in our 
most dangerous moments, and 
we have no excuse if we don't 
resist temptation.
